ON MONDAY, the U.S. Senate Committee 
on Aging released a list of 400 nursing 
homes around the country in need of tighter 
oversight.

TOT WHEELS 

4-year-old boy from Blaine jacks his 
great-grandpa’s SUV to get candy 


T he Blaine Police Department 
got a call this month from abus 
driver who’d just witnessed a 
litde boy driving an SUV down 
University Avenue. 

Not well, mind you: The boy had alleg¬ 
edly taken out a couple of mailboxes and 
sideswiped a tree along the way. When the 
very underage driver was spotted, he was 
headed down four lanes of busy traffic at 
around 10 to 15 mph. 

Police saddled up and found the boy and 
the bus driver safely parked at a Speedway 
gas station. The bus driver had already 
taken the keys out of the ignition. And, 
as luck would have it, not long after that 
initial call, police got an anxious report from 
one Jenna Swenson that her 4-year-old, 
Sebastian, had gone missing. 

The cops quickly put two and two 
together. The literal baby driver was Sebas¬ 
tian, who lives about a mile and a half away 


from the Speedway and had a craving for 
sugar that day. The SUV was his great¬ 
grandfather Roy Becker’s Hyundai Santa 
Fe. When nobody was looking, Sebastian 
had used Becker’s walker to snatch the 
car keys off a hook on the wall and go on 
a candy run. 

It was difficult for a person that small to 
operate a vehicle built for a grown-up, but 
Sebastian—all without so much as putting 
on a seatbelt—managed to back out of the 
driveway, meander in a drunk-seeming 
zigzag through the neighborhood, turn left 
onto University, and throw a major wrench 
into rush-hour traffic. A piece of the truck’s 
bumper ended up at a neighbor’s house, 
and Sebastian ended up at the gas station. 

Miraculously, nobody was hurt. Officers 
took the boy home and reunited him with 
his family, who had been scared half to 
death by the whole ordeal. They told Fox 
9 they plan on locking up the keys and

izzy Fae is 
awash in 
golden light, 
trailing a 
single fin¬ 
ger up the 
leg of her 
jumpsuit 
and across 
her torso, along her jawline, drawing a 
part through her two-toned braids. 

“She taught me everything I know,” she 
sings, as a barely-there synth sparkles in 
the background. The camera pulls close to 
frame her face, then recedes, revealing a 
second set of hands belonging to another 
woman. The two are entwined in a tricky 
dance: cradling each other’s heads, tracing 
one another’s features, nuzzling into the 
other’s neck. But by the time Dizzy sings, 
“All I ever wanted to do was feel wanted” 
and the scene cuts out, the other woman 
has slipped from her embrace. 

The music video for “Her/Indica” may 
not be overtly sexual, but it’s definitely 
sensual. So Dizzy didn’t think it was a big 
deal, or that it’d come as a huge surprise, 
when she matter-of-factly told i-D last 
year: “The music video is about my first 
experience falling for a woman.” 

Some people, though, were a little 
surprised. 

“Literally my mom thought that song 
was about her,” Dizzy laughs. “And my 
friend’s mom. I was like damn, moms are 
different.” 

The video wasn’t a tap-the-champagne- 
fiute coming-out announcement, more a 
gentle elbow to a friend’s ribs to get their 
attention at the bar. It feels distinctly 
Dizzy—growing up with a big family in St. 
Paul, she says she still struggles to talk about 
or center a conversation around herself. 

Let us do the talking, then. A lifelong 
Minnesotan, Dizzy was just 16, with two 
or three songs out, when Lizzo tapped her 
to provide support on her 2016 headlining 
tour. Her first five shows were as follows: 
opening for the Internet, then for Kehlani, 
then Poli 9 a, then Empress Of, then Mar¬ 
ian Hill and D.R.A.M. She spent last fall 
touring with Toro y Moi and has shared 
stages with Jorja Smith. 

“Her/Indica” was the point where peo¬ 
ple went, oh, Dizzy Fae is a queer artist. The 
next month, she was in Gay Times (“Dizzy 
Fae on being a liberated queer woman of 
colour in the music industry”), and before 
2018 was out, she caught Teen Vogue’s eye 
(“The 20-year-old artist makes the music

she wants to make, and people can’t get 
enough of it”). Earlier this year, Gay Times 
called her one of the 25 up-and-coming 
LGBTQ artists you need to listen to in 
2019, and Billboard profiled her just last 
month for Billboard Pride, their monthly 
series highlighting LGBTQ artists. 

But really, they’re all catching up to 
what folks in the Twin Cities have known 
for years. 

“It seems like everything is destined for 
her,” says longtime manager Jake Heinitz. 
“Whenever I put a challenge in front of 
her, she takes it. She’s anxious, but if she 
wasn’t I’d be like: ‘This girl is a sociopath.’” 

M uch of this acclaim arrived 
on the heels of Free Form, 
her 2018 debut mixtape. “I 
had no intention with Free 
Form, I just made music,” Dizzy says. 
“I’m just trying to figure myself out, and 
if I don’t naturally have an idea of how 
I want a full body of work to be, I’m not 
going to work towards that.” 

Don’t take “figuring it out” to mean 
“confused”—these are songs of self¬ 
assuredness, of a woman doing and 
saying exactly what she wants. “I flow 
with passion, and I think that’s what 
Free Form was,” she says. “I was pas¬ 
sionate when I went into the studio and 


passionate about what I was doing.” On 
the huzzy, fun-as-fuck “Booty 3000,” 
Fae proclaims, “I am the pharaoh,” but 
also, “You want a pricey bitch? My mall 
is thrift shops.” She’ll tell you explicitly 
what it is she’s about: “Oh, you’re into 
dwelling? Well I’m into manifestation— 
I please me,” she lilts on “Baby Pillz,” 
while on “Inner Witches” she sweetly 
asserts, “I’m not into hanging without a 
purpose/I’m not into you touching my 
shit without permission.” 

Giving herself the ability to do any¬ 
thing, to take things as they come and 
hone them later, is what makes Dizzy’s 
work feel intensely personal. Her lyrics 
feel less like a journal than a Google doc 
you’re watching her edit in real time. “Her” 
and “Indica” aren’t sequenced together 
on Free Form, but they share a thematic 
energy, so Fae threaded them together 
to create a visual story of self-discovery 
and intimacy and vulnerability. 

It’s a flexibility that feels inherently 
queer. You can have both. You can try 
an 5 Thing. It’s not chaos—there’s a sense 
of confidence shaped through experimen¬ 
tation. How can you be so certain about 
how you feel, or what you want to say, if 
you haven’t explored ever 3 Thing? What 
might you learn about yourself and your 
process, and what might you be able to 
create, with no limitations?

Dizzy’s one of an increasing number 
of R&B and hip-hop artists attempting to 
answer those questions, and in doing so, 
making the case that the queerer music is, 
the cooler it gets. There’s Janelle Monae, 
probably the easiest comparison for Dizzy’s 
genre-melding mixtapes (just compare 
their android-like dance moves). Is it a 
coincidence that Monae’s internet-explod¬ 
ing 2019 Grammys performance—pink 
vagina pants and all—was both the best 
and queerest of the night? (It’s not.) You’ll 
see it too in the easy swagger of rapper and 
lil titty/fat belly advocate Princess Nokia, 
whose “Tomboy” is a rallying cry for the 
sexually and sartorially fluid.

comes to my art that it gets hard to talk 
about it.

Dizzy says. “There’s no restrictions. I 
can like whoever I want to like, and love 
whoever I want to love.”

“Altar” feel made for dancing, as does the 
choppy “Company.” There’s more space 
in these songs, more questioning—both 
for Dizzy the artist and Dizzy the human. 
‘What am I really tr 5 dng to say now? That’s 
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the big question I’ve been asking myself 
lately. What am I tr 3 dngto say?” She didn’t 
feel it was cohesive enough to be an EP 
or an album; she feels weird even calling 
it a mixtape. “If it was up to me, I’d just 
call it a project.” She’s still learning from 
Free Form, about herself and the kind of 
music she wants to make. 

“I feel like I’m more anxious about drop¬ 
ping this one than the last one, because 
the first one was like, there’s completely 
no expectations,” she continues. “First 
project, you have nothing to lose... I think 
as humans we’re most afraid of change, 
and that’s, like, ever 5 l;hing.” 

But Dizzy’s life isn’t one of total flux. 
She comes from a solid community of 
support; many of her collaborators have 
been there from the beginning.

day one, and so has Jake Heinitz of Green¬ 
room. Poli 9 a’s Ryan Olson and Channy 
Leaneagh were early supporters—it was 
Leaneagh who caught one of Dizzy’s first 
shows, then called their booking agent to 
say: “Sign her now, while you still can.” 
(These days. Dizzy babysits Leaneagh’s 
kids.) She shouts out recent collaborator 
Velvet Negroni as a source of inspiration, 
along with Dua Saleh, who brings their 
own gender non-conforming fludity to 
their haunting, complex tracks. 

“I’m a rider,” she says. “I’m just trying 
to work on my communication. If we have 
a problem, let’s talk about it. I just ride for 
everyone I fuck with. We’re gonna build. 
I’m not a small-talk person.” 

If that directness doesn’t sound espe¬ 
cially Minnesotan, Dizzy still feels a con¬ 
nection to her home. Think about it this 
way: “This is a place to get comfortable, 
right? Be comfortable, have a family, settle 
down. This is a place where we’re building 
a family? Okay, I’m building a family.” 

Though she’s been traveling more than 
she ever has, headlining shows throughout 
the U.S. and Europe, there’s a pull to the 
Twin Cities that keeps her coming back. 

‘We’re all so different from each other, 
we’re so different. And that’s really excit¬ 
ing,” Dizzy says. “The music scene here 
is so pure. Everyone’s really tapped into 
themselves, and that’s another reason I 
really fuck with Minnesota. Prince said it, 
the cold keeps the bad people away, but I 
think Minnesota just keeps the bad people 
away. There’s something special here, 
and not everyone will understand it.”

Over recent decades, causes within the U.S. that at times seemed hopeless have 
borne new fruits. 

The struggle for gay rights and the pressure to increase the acceptance and legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana use have followed similar trajectories within a changing American 
culture, one that is less aware of — or less keen to tamper with — the behaviors of 
peaceful neighbors. It’s been nearly 50 years since the Stonewall riots broke out in 
New York City. It’s been roughly the some amount of time since the Richard Nixon 
campaign of 1968 which marked the beginning of a newly ramped-up drug war. 

In the time since, Nixon’s domestic policy chief John Ehrlichman said the campaign 
launched their new crackdown to target black people and Vietnam War protesters. 

“We knew we couldn’t make it illegal to be either against the war or block, but by 
getting the public to associate the hippies with marijuana and blacks with heroin, and 
then criminalizing both heavily, we could disrupt those communities.” [1] [2] 

The communities of people fighting for gay rights and respect, plus those pushing for 
marijuana acceptance and legalization, have many parallels in the American con¬ 
text. Plus, some reporting shows that frequently they are many of the same people. [3] 

As both marijuana and gay rights have grown into the mainstream of American 
culture, their trials, successes and remaining ground to be gained have more than 
one likeness. 

Slowly, both causes have moved through state level changes and federal recognition, 
but this has been in some ways less relevant than day-to-day, personal pushes to 
increase people’s acceptance and make them comfortable with these two practices. 

Let’s be clear: the two ore not directly analogous, nor are they at the some level in 
terms of their current legalities, history treatment or any number of complex facets. 

But likenesses do abound. 

For this pride month, 50 years on from Stonewall and Nixon, cannabis and gay rights 
have shifted from the fringes to the mainstream. Developments and considerations 
that could never have been foreseen back then are now relevant. 

Cannabis is more than weed now, as it was bock then. Users and players within the 
industry are rediscovering the uses of hemp before its prohibition, and finding uses 
that couldn’t previously be imagined.

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Their fermented foods are 
spellbinding, but the witch’s 
real power is conjuring 
community strength

W itches throughout history 
have been in tune with the 
natural world, making magic 
and medicine with plants. 
Mint for easing muscle stress. 
Marigold compresses to treat burns. Marjoram 
to soothe frayed nerves and sore throats. 

Today, in south Minneapolis, one witch in 
particular is carr3dng on that tradition, though 
their craft deals specifically with vegetables. 
The Pickle Witch. 

In a kitchen not far from Powderhom Park, the 
Pickle Witch preserves and ferments, concocting 
fire cider and fiavored vinegars, hot sauce and 
mustard. You might see them riding around to 
different farmers markets on a Saturday, loading 
up their cargobike with whatever’s fresh—pounds 
upon pounds of cabbage or radishes or asparagus 
or okra—before returning home to spend the 
weekend filling canning jars. 

When they started pickling and preserving 
about a decade ago, the plan wasn’t to start a 
business. They simply loved food, and vegetables, 
and spending time in the kitchen. ‘The reason 
I started trading pickles to my friends is that I 
really wanted to have a skill I could participate 
in a trade economy with,” the witch says. “Not 
always giving people money for things like cat 
sitting or ‘Can I use your bike trailer?’ or what¬ 
ever. I would just have a thing that I could say: 
‘This is my skill, and I would like to contribute 
this.’” That was about three years ago, and after 
spending some time trading, they registered as 
a business so they could sell their ferments at 
local markets. 

The transition seems like it should’ve been a 
positive one—but the Pickle Witch has some¬ 
thing else in common with the conjurers who 
came before. A sense of isolation. A tendency 
to be treated as an outcast by the community. 

At markets, the/re often the only queer or 
BIPOC (Black, Indigenous, People of Color) 
vendor selling that day. “As a queer person who 
is brown, it is very hard to be at some markets, 
because it’s a very isolating experience,” they 
explain. “I got tired of people aggressively gen¬ 
dering me at farmers markets... I got tired of 
people asking me if I was Korean or Japanese 
or Chinese or where I’m from. That happens 
every day.” 

Sometimes there’s no one to talk to if a problem 
arises. Market managers can be sympathetic, but 
either they can’t do anything in the moment, or

they don’t see an opportunity to do any¬ 
thing because they’re not brown or queer 
themselves. 

There are systemic reasons markets are 
less than diverse. Opening a registered busi¬ 
ness is a huge financial risk, and if you’re 
starting with only a few thousand dollars, 
you need to stretch every last one of them. 
You don’t have the luxury of barely break¬ 
ing even or taking a loss in your first year, 
“and that’s why a lot of businesses that 
are BIPOC or QT owned aren’t going to 
be there a second year.” When you don’t 
come from a place of privilege, you don’t 
have access to the resources that people 
with more privilege have. When there’s 
no safety net, you don’t get to try again. 

“There’s so many talented people that 
don’t have an outlet,” the witch says. ‘Where 
is the place for people to present what they’re 
good at and care about, without having 
those things?” 

It’s a question the/ve taken upon them¬ 
selves to answer. The witch helped the 
Midtown Farmers Market start “Try It!”, 
a business mentorship program that gives 
new sellers a toe-dip into farmers markets. 
The initiative prioritizes low-income, BIPOC 
entrepreneurs who identify as women, trans, 
femme, or gender non-binary, taking them 
through the complicated licensure and 
certification process to see if becoming a 
registered business is the right move. 

But it isn’t right for everyone. And here, 
too, the witch has conjured a solution. 

In 2017, around the same time that they 
were makingplans for their picldingproject, 
they started a pop-up series called Sup¬ 
port Local Hustle. It’s different from the 
traditional farmers-market circuit because 
it’s specifically and exclusively for BIPOC 
vendors—and because the goal isn’t to make 
anyone formalize their business. 

“I have this idea with Support Local 
Hustle where I’m specifically talking 
about hustle, I’m not talking about small 
businesses,” the witch says. “That’s really 
important to me, because before I was a 
business, I had a hustle.” 
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At Support Local Hustle, roughly 50 
percent of vendors are selling for the first 
time. Many are queer, trans, disabled, or 
chronically ill. The pop-up takes place in 
BIPOC-owned and -operated spaces when 
possible, and they always collect donations 
for a cause within the community, whether 
that’s supporting queer trans youth or miss¬ 
ing indigenous women. There’s music and 
food and crafts and snacks. And everyone 
is handed a safer spaces statement upon 
entering that explains this is a BIPOC-first 
event. 

‘Tt also says: ‘No snobs, no snitches.’ 
Don’t look down on the producers here 
because they don’t have the packaging or 
display of somebody who has a lot of time 
and resources.” 

The witch continues: ‘T think the language 
of‘shop local’ is just notthatmotivating, and 
it’s getting a little tired. Where I think, like, 
if we can talk about interdependence and 
community care, and talk about a dollar of 
cash money staying in this neighborhood 
and getting spent within the BIPOC com¬ 
munity, thaf s worth so much more.” It’s why 
Pickle Witch and Support Local Hustle are 
cash-only operations: “As much as possible, 
I don’t want a percentage from someone 
who wants to come and support me to go 
to something that I have no control over.” 

Though they’ve registered their business, 
the witch is still hustling. Ever 3 Thingis hand¬ 
washed and sterilized. They pick up and 
transport all produce by bike—always from 
local farmers, and almost exclusively from 
the Midtown market. Every jar of pickled 
okra or kimchi purchased probably has at 
least three hours of labor in it. 

That, too, is part of the witch’s magic. 

“I feel like it’s one of the talents of the 
queer and the brown: If you don’t give us 
shit, we’re going to do it an 5 rway.”

Not all sequels are worthless, hut Men in Black: International sure is

im that neuralyzer right at 
my head, people, because 
Men in Black: International 
is an experience to forget. 
The movie takes ever 5 tthing 
special about Men in Black—et uniquely 
weird universe, humor running from 
highbrow to lowbrow, the incomparable 
odd couple chemistry of Will Smith and 
Tommy Lee Jones—and waters it all down 
to something totally unremarkable. 

MIB: International functions as a soft 
reboot, so our old pals J and K don’t show 
up in the flesh. Instead we’re introduced 
to reckless hunk Agent H (Chris Hem- 
sworth) and newbie Agent M (Tessa 
Thompson), a bookworm whose child¬ 
hood run-in with the Men in Black has 
sent her on a lifelong quest to join the 
secret organization. After sneaking into 
MIB headquarters in New York, she’s 
quickly welcomed into their ranks on 
probationary terms and shipped off to 
the London office. An intergalactic threat 
arrives shortly thereafter, so H & M (come 
on) team up to save the world. 

The script comes by way of Art Mar¬ 
cum and Matt Holloway, whose previous 


work on Transformers: The Last Knight 
and Punisher: War Zone should give you 
a pretty good idea of what to expect. Put 
nicely, MIB: International is very rough 
around the edges—but more than an 5 ^ing 
it’s conventional to the point of blandness. 
The plot focuses on an extraterrestrial 
MacGuffin, this shiny jagged rock with a 
true purpose as predictable as the agency 
mole storyline with which it converges. 
Throw in a few obvious red herrings, an 
unnecessary romantic subplot, the weird¬ 
est dance sequence/assassination attempt 
maybe ever, and an ‘T know you’re still 
in there” climax, and what you’ve got is 
as needlessly complex as it is uninspired. 

What’s so unfortunate (and even 
more baffling) is how much potential 
this franchise continues to squander. 
The series suggests an infinite cosmos, 
and yet everything here feels small and 
done to death, qualities International 
makes all the more noticeable because it 
retcons MIB history, adding more back- 
story, more offices, and more aliens on 
Earth. In the face of all that more, we 
get way less substance. 

And the problems don’t end with the 
story. The jokes are few, far between, and

lackluster. Gags are either callbacks to the 
first picture or rely entirely on Hemsworth 
and Thompson to do the heavy lifting. 
We know from Thor: Ragnarok that both 
actors have comedic skills to match their 
action chops, so it’s easy to lay the blame 
elsewhere. I mean, you know there’s a 
problem when Kumail Nanjiani can’t 
even get laughs—his painfully unfunny 
Pawny character gives Jar Jar Binks a 
run for his annoying-alien money. 

Hollywood catches flak for over-relying 
on sequels, remakes, and reboots; but 
when you watch MIB'.International with 
Ragnarok, the recent Endgame, or even 
the upcoming Toy Story 4 in mind, it’s 
clear that the issue isn’t franchises in and 
of themselves. Problems arise because 
certain studios depend on formulas and 
are unwilling to try different things, which 
is funny because it’s that experimentation 
that made Men in Black succeed in the 
first place. MIB: International is a miss, 
but it didn’t have to be. You’re better off 
just revisiting the original. 03

Costume designer Kara Harmon 
goes from TV to the Guthrie

ostxime designers have to think 
about how clothes are going to 
look when actors put them on, 
but for the Guthrie Theater’s 
new production of Guys and 
Dolls, designer Kara Harmon had a reverse 
challenge of sorts as well. ‘We have strip¬ 
tease scenes in the Hot Box [nightclub],” 
explains Harmon. “So that’s something 
that we’ve designed, as a team, in a certain 
way: how the pieces are going to come ojf” 
The NYC-based designer is in the 
Guthrie’s costume shop, clutching a thick 
binder of fabric swatches and looking at a 
wall lined floor-to-ceiling with copies of 
costume sketches. “For ‘Take Back Your 
Mink,”’ she continues, indicating the Hot 
Box costumes, “the dresses come off. The 
gloves, the mink, the hat.” 

To ensure complex costumes work and 
look correct, they can’t just be bought: They 
have to be constructed. “I think the number 
is roughly at 38 kill builds,” counts Harmon, 
estimatingthat when stock pieces and other 
outfits are included, the total number of 
costumes in the show comes to 124. 

To that end, as Harmon speaks a dozen 
people are sewing and pinning intently. 
Harmon is watchflil but confident, a veteran 
who knows how to pull a massive show 
together over months of planning. 

“It takes a lot of discipline,” says Har¬ 
mon about life as a freelance designer who 
works on as many as 10 shows a year. “I 
travel with a drawing board.” Last year, 
she was on the road for 270 days.

You might have seen Harmon’s work on 
TV. Her credits include contributions to 
Daredevil and Boardwalk Empire. On The 
Marvelous Mrs. Moisei, Harmon combined 
her stage and TV skills when she designed 
costumes for a theater production staged 
at a summer camp in the ’50s. “It’s very 
campy!” laughs Harmon. 

For Guys andDolls, Harmon has designed 
eye-popping, colorful costumes that nod 
to the play’s gangland setting—complete 
with a yellow trench coat and matching 
hat, a nod to Dick Tracy—while visually 
suggesting that women are “leading the 
story,” as Harmon puts it. 

By way of example, Harmon explains 
that the character Adelaide, a nightclub 
entertainer, “could certainly be dressed in 
a non-tasteful way. For me, she’s actually 
very put-together from head to toe and is 
not wearing tacky clothes in this produc¬ 
tion, so that we can visualize her reaching 
higher for her dreams.” 

When a show opens, Harmon usually 
sits in the audience, and enjoys hearing 
the crowd’s reactions. 

She also loves “seeingthe actors see each 
other” in their costumes for the first time. 
“Last week we did a fitting with all the Hot 
Box dancers together,” she says. “It’s just 
really nice, because everyone gets excited. 
It’s kind of like a big reveal.” 03

You gotta brush 
them aside to read the slogan. 

‘Manny Phesto: For Minnesota,” it reads. 
The mailman has asked me about the sign 
a half-dozen times. So has my brother-in- 
law. They’d seen similar graphics around 
town, and they wondered: Who is this 
prophetically named politico, and why are 
Twin Citians still holding out for his rise? 

Manny Phesto introduced himself to 
residents of Minneapolis/St. Paul with the 
2012 EP Social Capital Though coarse, it’s 
a record of purpose, striving for commu¬ 
nity-built positivity, and it helped establish 
Phesto as a tenderhearted man of the people. 
His 2014 debut LP, Southside Looking In, 
followed up on those original campaign 
promises, fleshing out the rapper’s vision 


for a better Minneapolis in 15 boom-bap 
insta-classics. He led that release with a 
tongue-in-cheek lawn-papering initiative 
that positioned him as the can-do candidate 
for a city with nothing to lose. 

“People always think there’s a deeper 
meaning,” Phesto says, rolling into a laugh. 
“I had the idea for a few years before I put 
it into motion. I just thought it’d be cool 
to do during election season. Just to fuck 
with people’s minds and get a bunch of 
new eyes on my music.” 

That was flve years ago. Since Southside, 
Phesto’s campaign trail has run cold. You’d 
need a weed whacker to read his policy state¬ 
ment. But after a flve-year sabbatical, the 
south Minneapolis rapper is restored with 
purpose. His sophomore LP, Over South, 
released at the end of May, chronicles the 
hometown son’s comeback bid. 

Phesto is no stranger to stumping. He 
spent most of 2015 traveling across the 
Midwest, Mexico, Cuba, and Hawaii in an 
effort to solidify himself as one of the state’s

hardest-working rhymers. But for the past 
two years he’s been more focused. Phesto 
relocated to San Diego in late 2016, and 
since then, he’s been bouncing from West 
Coast to Mid¬ 
west to man¬ 
age a burgeon¬ 
ing marijuana 
business while 
maintaining his 

grassroots Minneapolis presence. 

“A friend of mine bought me a ticket, 
which is kinda hard to turn down,” Phesto 
says. “That was at atime when I was already 
traveling abunch for music, so I was inspired 
to try out new places and seek whatever 
was out there.” 

Over South, inspired by a quintessential 
piece of Minneapolis slang, joins both Phes¬ 
to’s deflnitions of “south.” Early moments 
on the record (“100 Grams,” “GoingPlaces”) 
depict his early ambitions in San Diego, 
struggling to get the capital to establish 
his grow operation. However, he’s swiftly 
betrayed by his partner (‘ToungBro,” “Lis¬ 
ten”), and the industry collapses around 
him. In the end, he retreats to south Min¬ 
neapolis with visions of a better future at 
home (“Still Lovely”). 

“My attitude with going out west was 
that I wasn’t going out there to kick it,” 
Phesto says. “I wasn’t going to socialize. I 
was treatingit like a work-abroad situation.” 

That work—and the heartbreak, the dis¬ 
appointment, the sleepless nights—is for 
Minnesota. Phesto’s marijuana business 
was put on ice by city council regulations, 
but he still maintains a consulting Arm and 
a brand new cannabidiol company. Scenic 
CBD. Both act as a Super PAG funding his 
musical endeavors. 

Both locations are joined in song on Over 
Souths final track, “Sunset Cliffs.” The song 
pays homage to the California street where 
Phesto wrote the new record. The location 
is an anagram for the riverside park where 
he wrote the verses for Southside Looking 
In. He shot the “Sunset Cliffs” music video 
on those inspirational banks, joining the 
locations in a singular point. 

“It was a way for me to contribute to 
Minneapolis and keep it connected with 
what I’m doing now,” Phesto says. “South 
Minneapolis was my introduction to hip- 
hop culture. It was seeing stickers slapped 
up from Big Zach and Big Quarters on the 
way to South High. The cyphers crackin’ 
off a couple blocks away in the homie’s 
garage. That’s the area that formed me.” 

He might be a transmetropolitan entre¬ 
preneur, but Phesto’s definition of success
